Bay minorities push 
broadcasting reform 


The Community Coalition for 
Media Change，an ad hoc and 
mujti-ethnic Bay Area group，has 
launched an action Program to 
reform broadcasting. 

CCMC is demanding that radio 
and television stations accurately 
reflect the cultural diyersity of the 
San Erancisco Bay Area innews and 
other programming,， as well as em- 
ployment practices. The Commtu- 
nity Coajition for Media Change js 
largely Black， Spanish-speaking， 
Asian and Indian，with a few con- 
cerned whites. 

Richard Bessera，CCMGC chair- 
man, points out that the American 
System of broadcasting is based on 
the Communications Act of 1934 
Which established that the people 
Own the airwaves- 

All Cajlifornia television and 
radio stations must apply for re- 
newal of their 3 year licenses ipn 
September of this year. The 
Federal Communications Commis- 
sion has traditionally renewed 
broadcasting company licenses 
with some rare exceptions, accord- 


ing to the Coalition. 


Coalition .teams are researching 
local television and radio stations-. 
HI the Coalition finds thata station 
has not adequately Programmed 
fer community needs or that dis- 
criminatory hiring practices exist， 
the CCMC is prepared to file peti- 
tions to the FCC for denial of 
licenses， 


Citing the 必 GO Television Sta- 
tion as an example，Bessera said 
that a survey of KGO personnel 
shows that their news department 
totals 35 people but that only four 
of these are minorities, a total of 
11%.， Minority population in the 
Cities which this station serves is 
Imuch higher. The 1970 census 
shows that the minority popula- 
tion of Oakland is 419，of San 
Francisco 28.59 and of Richmond 
40%.

SAN  CLEMENTE--President 
Nixon has praised a study recom- 
mending admission of Communist 
China to the United Nations,and is 
studying it closely. 

Nixon's comments suggested he 
may be leaning toward a change in 
the long-stanqding American Policy 
opposing a UN seat for Peking. 

The report called for admission 
of China，but would also retain a 
seat for Nationalist China. Deputy 
Press Secretary Gerald 工 .、Warren 
told reporters Nixon probably 
would make known his position 
later this month.

But he added that the board 
already has indqdicated it would ap- 
peal the Integration order, which is 
based on a finding that the district 
has discriminated against black stu- 
dents.

This formula givesaleeway of 30 
per cent (plus or minus 15 per 
cent). In Horseshoe,the percentage 
of blacks varies,，for instance from 
18 Per centto 38 Per cent.

Judge Stanley A. Weigel's school 
integration order should be ap- 
pealed. 

“The school board ought not to 
be compelled to choose the lesser 
of two acknowledged evils, ”he 
Sald. 

“The Latinos say the Horseshoe 
Plan will disrupt their commumnity. 
The Asians oppose both plans Vio- 
lently. The broad base of theblack 
comImunity opposes both plans. 
Whois it for? 

“Why mmust it be assumed that 
those for whom the benefit is 
allegedly intended are wrong about 
their violent opposition to it? 

“Integration is moving forward 
in San Erancisco schools and 


throughout The City. Our comamu- 
nity with its varied ethnic groups 
has built-in diversity beyond the 
scope of any other United States 
city. 

“This js an jl-considered solution 
that is being pressed with unreason- 
able frenzy on an already troubled 
school board. 


“Ifind it difficult to believe that 
this school board has knowingly 
and willingly pursued a racist 
policy of deliberate segregation as 
chargedby the court. 

“The integrity of the present 
school board members has been 
seriously challenged by the court 
and they should stand up and fight 
this unjustified slur.”

Paid employees number only three， 
two interpreters and a secretary. 

Approximately 80 persons Use 
the facility weekly. 

More people could use it if there 
were Iore Space，stated Harold 
Fong，21-year-old SSC sociology 
majorand ACS coordinator. 

One of the primary ,areas ACS 
deals with is the language problem 
of Asians who cannot speak Eng- 
lish.、To alleviate it，ACS provides 
an interpreterreferral service. 

Of the fulltime interpreters，one 
is fluent in Chinese and one in 
Japanese. About 30 people use the 
SerVice weekly. 

Non-English speaking people also 
are eicouraged to learn English 
through adulteducation classes. 

GUIDE BOOK 

In dealing with the language 
problem, amnultilingual guide book 
containing imiportant facts and in- 
formation on public services was 
published earlier this year. 

Another service is the tutorial 
program. Elementary age children 
are given bilingual tutoring. 

Fong said the benefits are not 
only academic but social because 
the one-to-one relationship of 
tutor and student helps the student 
gain confidence. 

Legal problems and information 
are channeled to an ACS member 
working at the Sacramento Legal 
Aid Society. 

Services of a psychiatric social 
worker from Sutter Memorial Hos- 
pital are available from 9 a.m. to 
noon Mondays. 

Fong said he hopes for more 
citywide participation in the year- 
old service. 

The ACS is a nonprofit organiza- 
tion funded presently through con- 
tributions, Next year it will receive 
Walk For Development Founda- 
tion funds.

Over the strong objections of the 
State and Defense Departments， 
Senator William Proxmire (Dem. 一 
Wis.) issued on July 9 a country- 
by-country listing of mailitary aid 
Proposed in the current fiscal year 
by the Nixon administration. Out 
of a total of $2.35 billion for 49 
countries,, $112.5 million of mili- 
tary aid loans and grants is ear- 
marked for Talwan,，$321 million 
for Cambodia，$50.5 million for 
Laos，$40 million for Thailand， 
$565 million for South Vietnam 
and $294.4 million for South Ko- 
rea。 In view of President Nixon's 
expressed interest in formulating a 
new policy toward the People's 
Republic of China, the latest indi- 
cation of which was given on July 
10 when hehinted “two Chinas”in 
the United Nations, it is instructive 
to examine the Proxmire revelation 
and recent U.S.-China exchanges in 
light of the overall American mili- 
tary involvement and commitment 
in Asia in the last twenty years. 

CONTAINMENT POLICY 

For the last twenty-two yearsS， 
the U.S.policy toward the People's 
Republic of China (PRC) was one 
of containment by military encir- 
clement and confrontation, politi- 
cal and diplomatic isolation and 
trade embargo.， Underlying this 
policy was the assumption that 
China，by virtue of her close alli- 
ance with Russia and her slogans on 
”just wars for national liberation” 
in Asia，was one of the major 
enemies of the U.S.and that China， 
together with Russia，was bent on 
conquering the world，including 
the U.S. This was the policy, as the 
controversial， ”Pentagom Pabpe7s 
revealed. that led the _Truman 
administration to Support 卫 mperor 
Bao Dai and to provide military aid 
to the French in the 生 ght against 
the Vietnamese struggle for inde- 
pendence from French colonial- 
ism. With thils action, concludes the 
Pentagom Pabers,，“the course of 
U.S. Policy was set to block further 


Communist expansion in Asia”and 


“the U.S. thereafter was directly 
involved in the developing tragedy 
in Vietnam.” 

US MILITARY COMMITMENT 

The samepolicy of containment 
also led the U.S. to make extensive 
majlitary _ commitments in Asia 
through the following treaties: 

+ANZUS5Treatyiofel95124U.S. 
will “meet the common danger” of 
an armed attack on New Zealand 
and Australia. 

#Philippine Treaty of 1951: any 
attack on the Philippine Republic 
will bring the U.S. to the rescue. 

#g9outh Korea Treaty of 1953: an 
armed attack on South 开 orea will 
bring a U.S. response to“meet the 
common danger.” 

#Southeast Asia Treaty of 1954: 
U.S$. will act to stop attacks any- 
where in Southeast Asia, including 
Cambodia although that neutral 
country is not a signatory. Signers: 
Britain，France, New Zealand, Aus- 
tralija，the Philippine Republic， 
Thailand and Pakistan. 

*#Republic of China Treaty of 
1954: Attack on Taiwan or the 
Pescadores JIslandqds will be con- 
sidered dangerous to U.S$.,bringing

#Japanese Treaty of 1960: If any 
territory under the administration 
of Japan is attacked, the U.S. will 
acCt.

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Crusade ignores pleas 
of Sacramento Asians

Sacramento 一 Almost a year has 
gone by since Asian young people 
Picketed a Sacramento United Cru- 
sade Kick-off luncheon, protesting 
that Asian Americans were not 
receiving their “Fair Share”of the 
United Crusade dollars. 

Now it looks doubtful that the 
Asian Community Services，Inc.， 
which spearheaded the picKketing， 
will get crusade funds for the com- 
jing year for ACS volunteer work 
with Asian elders and immigrants-. 

The doubt became reality as the 
results of a June 29 meeting be- 
tween the two organizations. The 
meeting broke up before anything 
was done on the subject of ACS'?s 
request for admission to the cru- 
sade and allocation "of crusade 
funds. 

Harold Eong，who is the new 
ACS coordqdinator，said that at the 
meeting it was one-way communi- 
cation from the very beginning-. 
The 20,000-member Asian com- 
munity will be informed of the 
racist history of the United Cru- 
sade. TIhe crusade proposes to 
speak for the Sacramento commu- 
nity yet it doubts the very exist- 
ence of Asian components of the 
community. 

CONFRONTATION 

C. Lee Lowry，chairman of the 
crusade's admissions and alloca- 
tions committee，gave_ different 
reasons to two local newspapers on 
why the meeting fizzled. In one 
paper，Lowry said that “the meet- 
ing wasterminated because of what 
he called a lack of adequate repre- 
sentation from the ACS board. 
None of the ACS representatives in 
attendance ”were board mem- 
bers. . .”JIn the other paper, Lowry 
“said he told five ACS representa- 
tives “the meeting is over: after one 
Imember of the Asian group re- 
sorted to .what he called “confron- 
tation tactics. ?” 

Both Fong and Lowry expressed 
doubt that ACS will be admitted to 
the United Crusade or funded for 
the coming year. Fong,，a 21-year- 
old sociology major at Sacramento 
State College who took over coor- 
dinating duties _ from June Otow 
upon her departure to Japan， 
added that there is“a very definite 
possibility that the Asian commu- 
nity will run its own “United

CONCLUSION 

Results of the study, announced 
in January，concluded that there 
were acute problems among older 
Chinese and Japanese immigrants 
and rural Filipino poor，that the 
three Asian groups would benefit 
tremendously from an interpreter 
Service and more bi-lingual person- 
nel and publications in direct serv- 
ice agencies, and that Problems are 
more severe among Chinese and 
Fijlipino groups than in the Japa- 
nese-American community. 

The study noted that the older 
Chinese and the new Chinese immi- 
于 ants have a common problem 
一 language. It estimated that there 
are about 5,000 old and recent 
immigrants in the Asian commu- 
Djty-. 

However，the study into the 
Asian community did not include 
ACS. “We have _ never been ap- 
proached or interviewed by the 
study group,， said June Otow， 
ACsS coordinator at the time. 

In February，when the United 
Crusade announced the Sacra- 
imento_ agencies which would re- 
ceive a Share of its $2 million fund 
for 1971，ACS protested its being 
left out for a slice of the pie. Miss 
Otow charged, “They've ignored 
the Asian community again. They 
did this despite last year?s protest 
picketing and despite the findings 
of arecent priorities study.

As ACS was beginning to estab- 
lish a senior citizens center and

Dr. Y.C. Hsu bridges 
embryo studies gap 


CHICAGO--Imn 1878 a German 
named Schenk Put some rabbit 
eggs. in a _ culture dish and added 
sperm 一 nothing happened. Since 
then biologists around the world 
have been trying to fertilize mam- 
malian eggs outside the uterus. 
Their various reports of success 
were greeted with skepticism until 
1959 when Dr. M. C. Chang of the 
Worcester Foundation of 了 xperi- 
Inental Biology reported that he 
had fertilized a rabbit egg and 
replanted it in another rabbit that 
became Pregnantand gave birth . 

Having achieved external fertili- 
Zation, the next step in this area of 
experimental embryology would 
be complete in vitro growth of the 
embryo. Unfortunately ”和 钳 owth 
stops"when the cells being to form 
into specialized organs, the stage at 
which the blastocyst would nor- 
mally attach itself to thewall of the 
uterus. Once this stage has been 
passed, growth im an artificial 
womb can take Place.

The gap in the knowledge of 一 


embryo development may have 
been bridged. At the Federation of 
American Societies for -xperi-

sity School of Hygiene and Public 
Health announced that he has de- 
veloped mouse embryos beyond 
the imnplantation stage.

collagen, Cells that would normally 
form the placenta began to Spread 
into the underlying collagen，and 
the embryo remained visible as 3 
rounded，dense cell mass in the 
Center.

Because, as Dr. Hsu puts it, “all 
the embryos developed in vitro 
Seem to be defective in one organ 
or the other with the present meth- 
od,”he concludes that “the saupply 
of nutrients and gases may be 
inadequate for further embryonic 
development.” 

With these findings Dr. Hsu has 
filled an existing gap in the field of 
developmental embryology. He 
believes that now is the proper time 
to begin work on the next step 一 the 
development' of an artificial pla- 
Centa that can SupPply the necessary 
nutrients and gases to the embryo.
